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trial of an action growing out of the negligent operation of a 
motor vehicle shall be in the county in which the cause of action 
arose or where the defendant resides. 

SEcTioN 2. This act shall take effect upon passage and pub-
lication.

CHAPTER 43. 
AN ACT to amend section 61.32 of the statutes, relating to sal-

aries of the village board of trustees. 
The people of the State of Wisconsin, represented in Senate and 

Assembly, do enact as follows: 
SECTION 1. Section 61.32 of the statutes is amended to read : 

61.32 The trustees of each village shall constitute a board desig-
nated the "Village Board of" (name of village), in which shall 
be vested all the powers of the village not specifically given some 
other officer. Four trustees shall constitute a quorum, except in 
villages having a population of two hundred and fifty or less, 
but a less number may adjourn from time to time. The presi-
dent shall preside at all meetings when present. In his absence 
the board may select another trustee to preside. Regular meet-
ings shall be held at such times as may be prescribed by their 
by-laws. Special meetings may be called by any two trustees in 
writing, filed with the clerk, who shall thereupon seasonably 
notify all the trustees of the time and place thereof in the manner 
directed by the by-laws. All meetings shall be open to the 
public. The board shall keep a record of all its proceedings, 
shall have power to preserve order at its meetings, compel at-
tendance of trustees and punish nonattendance, and it shall be 
judge of the election and qualification of its members. The presi-
dent and board of trustees of any village, whether operating 
under general or special law, may by • • * a three-fourths 
vote of all the members of the village board determine that an 
annual salary be paid the president and trustees. • • • 
Salaries heretofore established shall so remain until changed by 
ordinance and shall not be increased or diminished during their 
terms of office. 

SECTION 2. This act shall take effect upon passage and pub-
lication.
